A letter was received in, the city 
this week from Dla Ragan, who en- 
listed with the 66th Battalion, and 
was sent over to England with the 
firat draft of 250 men. He likes tie 
life fine and is growing quite fat, 
bui! “he would like tol'come back for 
a short visit. . t 

“He says, ‘‘England. is a fim: coun- 
try and the apples’ and pears are 
still growing on the) trees, while I 
suppose it is starting to freee up 
and snow over there.; I would like 
to come: over for a good duck hunt 
as there is no wild dicks over here, 
and I would: sure like} a good feed of 
duck." ‘ 

“We are about forty, or fifty milcs 
from the part of France where they 
are fighting, and we can hear the 
big guns nearly ‘everyiday. There are 
about thirty or forty thousand 
soldiers in the campsshere but, they 
are gradually getting thinned out to 
replace the wounded that are return- 


ing. There are between twelve and: 


twenty airships and aeroplanes guar- 
ding the camps at night. We iaay

‘Heights, belonged. In the year 1635 
"one branch of the Tupper family em- 
ligrated to Virginia, and settled in 
‘the neighborhood of Jamestown, to 
|which locality some of thir friends 
jfrom Guernsey had preceded them. 
| Upon the breaking out of the revol- 
iutionary wa 
jia espous:d “the British cide, and 
tafter the cessation of hostilities the 
|vold Dominion’’ could no longer be 
;a comfortable home for them. Like 
/hundreds of their compatriots, they 
removed to British territory, and 
took up their. abode in Nova Scotia, 
where the Rev. Charles Tupper, the 
ifather of the subject of this memoir, 
was born on the 6th day of August, 
1794, This gentleman lived to reach

‘a venerable old age, and in the full , 


enjoyment of all his faculties. He 
had.a highly useful and honcrable 
career, and is regarded as one of the 
patriarchs of his native province. He 
was a doctor of divinity and an ac- 
complished linguist, and was at one 
time principal. of the Baptist semin- 
ary at Fredericton. He edited the 
Baptist Missionary magazine from 
1827 to 1832, and was the authorof 
several works on temperance and 
polemical subjects, the best known of 
which is a volume entitled ‘‘Baptist 
Principles Vindicated,’’ published at 
Ealifax in 1844 


Sir Charles Tupper was the eldest 
son of the reverend gentleman above 
referred to, and was born at Am- 
herst, Nova Scotia, on July 3, 1821. 
After attending various. public and 
private schools he completed his. ed- 
ucation at Honton academy and Aca- 
| dia coer. k From. the latter seat of 
‘learning he Obtained the ‘degree of 
MiaA.-He chose the medical profess- 
ion as his calling in life, and after 
igtudying for some time in his native 
province he crossed the Atlantic and 
graduated in medicine at Edinburgh 
University. He also became a mem- 
her of the Royal ‘College of Surgeons 
in that city in 1843. Immediately 
afterwards he returned to Nova Sco- 
tia and began the practice. of his 
profession in his native town of Am- 
herst, which is the capital of Cum- 
berland county. ‘Three years later 
he’ married Miss Frances Morse, a 
daughter of Mr. Hibbert Morse, a 
; gentleman residing at Amherst, and 
a neice of the Hon. Mr. Justice 
Stewart, C.B. This lady was al- 
ways in the true sense of the word 
a helpmate to cher husband, and 
took an. exceptionally warm interest 


in the advancement of his successful , 


carcerf 


From 1843 to 1855 Dr. Tuhuer’s 
chief business in life was to thoroug- 
hly establish himself in his profess- 
lion. In this he was eminently  suc- 
cessful, He not only secured a very 
large and lucrative medical practice, 
and: amassed considerable wealth, 
but won a much higher roputation 
\for professional skill than commonly 
|falls to the lot.of a young praction- 
er ina provincial town. He was, 


constitution, and great energy of 
character, and his professional pur- 
| suits did not so entirely engross his 


in the provincial politics. 
father, he was a Conservative, both 
politically and socially, and entered 
into the local electionecring contests 
with much zest. Though his partiz- 
anship was never violent or bitter— 
at least in those days—he had the 
courage of his opinions and regard 
ifor his professional interests never 
kept him silent when he could serve 
his party by speaking his mind. A- 
part from politics he was in every 
sense of the word a popular and dis- 
tinguished man. He had a fine and' 
;}commanding presence, was well edu- 
jcated, even for a professional man, 
could discourse volubly and cleverly 
on the topics of the day, and was 
not so terribly in earnest about any 
| thing as to provoke hitter animosit- 
‘ies on the part of those who did not 
adopt his views. 


| The adherents oi the conservative 
‘party began to look upon him as an 
eligible candidate for parliament, In 
1855 a gencral election took place in 
Nova Scotia and in response to the 
pressing solicitations of his political 
friends he allowed himself to be put 
in nomination as a candidate for the 
county of Cumberland. It was a 
venture of considerable temerity on 


his part, for his opponent was the 
{late Hon. Jos2:ph Howe. Mr. Howe 


had already sat m the assembly for 
_the constituency] Finally the time 
‘of election arrived, and to the sur- 
prise of even many of his warmest 
pauppozters, Dr. Tupper’s name stood 
at the head of. the poll. 

From this time on Dr. Tupper he- 
Came a force in the politics of his 
native province, He was later to be- 
ycome a still greater force in the 
politica of a confederated Canada.

MORE BATTALIONS ARE BEING 
‘OFFERED BY WESTERN 
CITIES. 


—_—— 


Ottawa, Nov, 1.—The new call: to 
Canada’s manhood contained in the 
recent authorization for the raising 
of 100,000 additional troops in the 
Dominion is already meeting with a 
splendid response and has apparent- 
ly given a new stimulus to recruit- 
ing. Already ofers are being receiv- 
ed from all parts of the country. 

While much is expected from the 


‘scheme of rural recruiting and billet- 


ing recently announced by the minis- 
ter of militia and while already the 
towns and villages of the west and 
the counties of the east have res 
ponded splendidly, the #4ew authoriz- 
ation will inyolve upon part of the 
large centres additional heavy re- 
cruiting. ; 
| Winnipeg's share of the new en- 
listment is expected to be at least 
six battalions. Of these orders have 
already been given to raise three. 
(Col. Dan McLean, now with the 61st 
will raise a new battalion, and Maj- 
or Murray will command the 61st for 
Overseas service. Major Gillespie 
also of the tlst, who has just com- 
‘pleted his musixetry and machine gun 
jcourse at Ottawa, will raise a sec- 
ond, and Major Lightfoot, back from 
itne front, will raise a third. In ad- 
dition to thesa there is the 38th al- 
most up to strength and the . new 
,$0th regimeot, to he raised under 
Col. Munro and Major Hansford. 

‘In other parts of the west a new 
Highland regiment has teen offered 
from Saskatoon, Lethbridge under- 
tekes to raise another Highland bat- 
talion, the offer coming from the 
mayor and corporation. Major Ward- 
en has offered to raise another at 
Prince. Rupert, while Major Penneck- 
er will raise a battalion on. Vancou- 
ver Island. In addition there is a 
proposal to raise a regiment of In- }- 
dians along the line of the N.T.R. 
on Ontario reserves, where general 
recruiting will start soon. The Ger- 
man county of Waterloo, through its 
members, Wm.. Weichel, also offers 
to. raise one and probably. two bat- ! 
italions, while other Ontario tand Que- 
‘bec townships also are to th2 fore. 

Altogether it :is estimated that the 
new offers total about 17 regiments, 
-.Members' of 
parliament and ministers will inaug- 
urate a campaign for ‘recruiting i-n 
their respective constituencies:

A’ progress report: of the work of 
boring the gigantic Rogers Pass tun- 
nel has been gotten out by the Cant 
adian Pacific Railway. In it the in- 
formation is imparted that the main 

tunnel has already been completed 

to. a. length of 10,t11 feet. When 
completed as it wiil be in the latter 
part of 1916, if present calculations 
{work out, the giant tunnel will have 

a’. total length of 26,400 feet from 

portal to. portal. The interior di- 

mensions are 24 feet high by 29 ,eet 

wide. 

The Rogers Pass tunnel is the re- 
‘sult of the effort of the Canadian 
Pacific railway to establish a grade 
which would make it possible for 
that transcontinental to . compete 
with the grades established on the 
Grand ‘Trunk transcontinental and 
especially those of the Canadian Nor- 
thern. The latter road has one of 
the best transmountain grades of the 
railways on the continent. 
other hand the Canadian. Pacific has 
always had to contend with two se 
vere grades in crossing the Rockies 
and the Selkirks, At enormous ex- 
pense two spiral tunnels were built 
to’ penetrate’ the heart of Kicking 
Horse Pass some years ago. By 
this bore the ruling grade for that 
summit lowered from over 4 per cent 
which means four feet in a hundred 
fett, to nearly 2 per cent. But even 
the latter grade is stil a problem 
‘when it comes to the handling of’ a 
bulk of freight in busy trafiic times.
